MONROE DOCTRINE A BULWARK.

BRIEF SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. - 


Dr. Buchan was born in the town of 


Dover, a few miles 
from 
the house 


where'he died, March 4, 1847. During his 
boyhood days he lived on the farm with 
his father, Edward Buchan, who was one 
of the oldest and most respected of the 
pioneer residents. 


Owing to the extreme cold weather it 


is reported that inland towns are run-

able coal to small towns, when inter- 
viewed this morning, said: "The cause 
of coal shortage in smalt towns is caused 
for the reason that railroads-are not 
able to deliver the fuel, being blockaded 
by the deep snow. Some days the 
freight business has been, practically 
abandoned. At present we have eigh- 
teen car loads of coal between Racine 
and western points which has been en 
route two weeks, but cannot be deliver-

Ihe following extracts have been taken 


from a letter received by Mrs. D. 0, Hib- 
bard of this city from her son Darrell, 
who is now in Mwichuria: 


Fengwungcheng, Dec. 23, 1904. 


Again I am writing with my suit case 


as a writing deak. The two' Japanese 
secretaries thai \ve have been, waiting 
for so lonjj, came at lafit. 
AB soon as 


possible after their nrrival, one oi the 
men caroc on here with me. We left An- 
tung at a few'minutes past nine. It is 
not clnylight here now till after seven, 
and with the mercury at 
zero 
every 


night, one is hot tempted to early ris- 
ing. We ate breakfast by lamplight, and 
as soon as the town wos astir got the 
coolies to carry our baggnge to the rail- 
way station. 
Maybe you have a vision 


of a vestibuled train, but ours was not 
in that stylo. You sec this is .1 military 
railway. Judging from what T have read 
of the Russian railway in the east, the 
Russian railway guard ifi a soldier pure 
and simple, a picked soldier but nothing 
more. Now the Japanese railway soldier 
is a very different article-. When a man 
enters the Japanese army, he gives » his- 
tory of his life find occupation 
up 
to 


dato. His n-isignment in the service is 
made1 accordingly, consequently when 
you fipoHk of a railway soldier you call 
to mind a man who by a previous train- 
ing is fitted for railway son-ice. 


This railway is operated _entirely by 


flic military. Some 'coolies are employ- 
ed in grading,, and carpenters ;^cr.e nt 
work along the line, but otherwise there 
was not a 'civilian1 connected with the 
service so far as I could learn. 


FINALLY'RODE IK CABOOSE. 
; 


Having understood that this is a thor- 


oughly military railway, built since the 
occupation of the territory and operated 
solely by the military authorities one 
would-not expect it to be run 'for the 
convenience of the traveling public. Xo 
more is it. 
A sergeant met us with a 


cordial "sood morning" led the wny to 
the string of flat cars loaded with steel 
mils nnd invited us to climb up. Steel 
rails at a zero temperature and a howling 
head wind do not provide on alluring 
prospect but it was what we expected. 
Over our ulsters \vo pulled on long sleev- 
ed wadded Chinese great coatu, on the 
rails we spread heavy Japanese quilts and 
prepared to enjoy the landscape. My co- 
laborer, ilr. Hib'i. happened to be in the 
office when the station master, a lieuten- 
ant colonol, came in ami as it chanced 
we overheard the following: 


"Hero vou! Those follows out there 


on the flat car belong to 
the 
Young 


Men's Christian Association 
Soldiers 


Comforting'Outfit and it won't do to put 
them in such a tough place as that." 


A sergeant came out and said that if 


wo wished we could go in the caboose, 
but a lot of soldiers were waiting around 
also going to Fengwangcheng and 
we 


asked him what he was. going to do with 
them. "Oh. they arc different." "Well, 
if they are going to ride out hero I guess 
it wiil look bettor for iis to take our 
share of it too. 
Then the colonel him- 


self came out nnd most cordially urgod 
us to go into the caboose, saying that he 
had prepared ,1 place especially for us. 
Xot having -heard the above expressed 
sentiment, I was a. good deal embarrass- 
ed by his polite insistence but saw that 
there was nothing to do but yield. 


' MANY SHARP CURVES. 


We were soon under wny and climbing 


tho ridge back of Antung. It is an emer- 
gency road and where it would be usual 
to tunnel or cut they climb, and for 
sharpness and frequency of- curves and 
for intensity of grades this line surpasses 
anything in my experience. 
The road 


bod ia good, however; and manifestly the 
service is invaluable as a means of mili- 
tary communication. 


GIVEN CORDIAL RECEPTION. 


Upon our arrival at Fengwangcheng, 


our reception was more than could have 
boeri desired. We. called first upon the 
head of the local military government, 
then on,the two other officials whom I 
had hod" the good pleasure to meet in 
An tunr;. 


In the streets.we met numbers of soV 


diers who recognized mo as "The Soldier's 
comforting foreigner." 
Everywhere the 


reojitntion of the Antung work secured 
urthc mo»t kindly treatment. 


The commandant of commissariat re- 


gretted .that ho could not provide us with 
permanent quarters at onco, but .offered 
(o do the best ho could for us tompor- 
arjlv. A soldier gnided us to a very good 
room in a Chinese house and set the Chi- 
nese to cleaning the same. 


RAVE MUCH TO LEARN OF JAPS. 
In the case of a man like Mr. Kennan 


out /5n an .expedition expressly planned 
for his interest and pleasure it in not 
surprising to any one acquainted with 
tho Japanese that he should find every- 
thing planned with thoughtful courtesy 
but I have often wondered that a busy 
commissary commandant or on overwork- 
ed military railway ^official should find 
time and patience not only to listen to 
my request but to think of little things 
pertaining to my comfort that* I had 
overlooked 
or . disregarded. All this 


brought home to mo. the fact that we of 
the west have much to learn from this 
oeooln of the east. 
" l"\viBh I could tolltyou all about tho 
tourn. It is much -more interesting but 
fur. less preaperous than Antung. ^ Tho 
buildings nro old and substantial Shops 
face the main stwet, and ride streets 
HIV «hut in by hijjt ston-5 walls. At in- 
lor.vaU Chinese totem pola* advertise the 
ontorprUc of loaMBg merchants.

AN .OVERINDULGES! HOST. 


The'first night the hospitality of our 


Chinese host exceeded his good judgment, 
in that he overheated the khan. Accord- 
ingly Chibasan undertook to explain that 
as we were afraid- of taking cold less fire 
would be sufficient, but the next evening 
he heated the khan to a 'temperature 
.that singed -the matting. Kxplanntions 
followed, and it developed that to the 
celestial mind since the warmth of his 
hospitality had in tho first case proved 
insufficient to prevent our taking cold 
we must require a sort of fiery furnace 
treatment. Meanwhile, the water bucket 
in: the same room froze over repeatedly 
"between drinks." . .The second day the 
Chinese interpreter and the commander 
of commissariat called to show us the 
buildings we were to occupy. 


ACCOMMODATIONS PROVIDED. 
We have our own entrance gate, an 


open court for games, a good room for 
soldiers to do washing, a good well on 
the premises, lodging* in the very center 
of the whole thing and a sopurato room 
for officers. 
The separate room for offi- 


cers may suggest invidious distinction, 
but it is quite ns much in behalf of the 
men themselves that we adopt this ar- 
rangement. 
Imagine trying to have a 


leisurely good time when at any moment 
and at frequent intervals you may haye 
to spring instantly to the. salute. The 
officers as a rule are quite willing to dis- 
pense with the formality, but by the time 
they can say so the mis-chief is done. Tn 
the main room is a large khan on which 
we intend,to spread matting and arrange 
everything as nearly us possible in Japa- 
nese style. I think we can get potted 
Chinese l.illies and in many \yays make 
,tHc place, attractive. 


We have two Japanese bath tubs in 


which to heat water . for laundry pur- 
poses. 


DICKER WITH CHINESE. 


We called in ,1 Chinese earnontor nnd 


cot an estimate on all the repairs. Ho 
lumped the whole thing at Y 355. I had 
estimated Y 150 so \ve sent him on his 
way a sadder and a wiser man. Wo got 
other estimates nnd it look^ now as if 
wo would'"get out of it for "about the fip- 
ure I originally estimated. Even a Chi- 
naman will «t times betray the simple 
trusting faith of the Anglo-Saxon. And 
yet the more I see of the Chinaman, the 
batter I like him. There are going to be 
things doing in this country in the next 
generation.

respondents sent to meet 
the French

Shrydloff prudently established himself 
ash'ore at Vladivostok notwithstanding 
his opportunity to break the ineffective 
blockade of Port Arthur.

SkrydloiT and Alexieff before the court 
martial as he did not intend to let him- 
self be made a scapegoat like Ee.ir Ad- 
miral Oukomsky "who now trembles with 
fear in^a Chinese hospital.'' Lockinsky 
cited many instances of the unprepared- 
ness of the land and naval defenses, fre- 
quent conflicts of authority and demorali- 
zation daring critical engagements. Sub- 
stantially the name account is given by 
four French newspapers which describe 
Goneral Stoessel and Admiral Lockiniky 
as refusing to speak to or salute each 
other. The papers say the discord among 
the officers forcphadown grave scenes be- 
fore the court martial.

that other industrial nations arc able to 
show far greater gains than England lias 
made in recent years. The lending tory 
paper1; point out that this answer con- 
cedes loo much to the liberals. Accord- 
ing to the London Times,, for example, 
the export figures do not necessarily in- 
dicate an increased volume of trade. The 
apparently satisfactory figures are due 
to enhancement of prices, it says, and if 
prices had remained at the 1002 level 
there would have been no gain at all, 
but, instead, a decrease ot Sli>,000,000 in 
tliii articles which require most British 
labor. 


"Taking into account the increase of 


population, continues The Times, an an- 
alysis will .show that upon the price basis 
of'two years ago the exports per head of 
population have declined three shillings. 
Tlm= the paradox of cheerful trade re- 
turns accompanying n shortage of em- 
ployment throughout (lie country is ex- 
plained on the cnhanccd-pricc theory. Of 
course, the liberals repudiate the whole 
explanation, to the bewilderment of "the 
mnn in the street," who would like to 
know whether British exports .arc ex- 
panding or decreasing."

If the primary is good for the city, it is 
equally good for the country school dis- 
trict and the path master. Jt the law 
is good for the governor it is certainly 
good for the supreme court judge.

But then really this is tho only way to 
test a radical departure and if debate, 
hud been free previous to the enactment 
of the, law, there would not be so many, 
changed to make afterwards. 


The people of Wisconsin in common, 


justice are entitled to try the primary- 
election law just as it stood when sub- 
mitted for their approval. 


THE VOICE OF TUB PEOPLE. 
It is not on many occasions that two 


great political parties practically unite 
and enact a most vital piece of legisla- 
tion. In the passage of the measure.to 
give increased powers to the interstate^ 
commerce law known as the Esch-Town- 
se.nd measure, the house of representa- 
tives by a vote of 320 to J7 voted yes. 
The opposing votes were made up of Re- 
publican and Democratic vote's, and so 
few in number, as to mark more decisivc- 
ly'thc new departure the American peo- 
p'le have taken as regards their corpora- 
tions engaged in public service. It must 
be said this measure is far from yet being 
a law, and it is true, for the senate has 
yet to vote, nnd it is to" be said with 
great regret that the prospects of the 
semito co-operating.with the house are 
faint at least for this present 
session. 


Hut the enormous'majority the house 
gave for the corrective measure, protect- 
ing the American public from the preda- 
tory corporations who have been and are 
yet giving rebates and prcferontials to 
favored large shippers, t'o commanding 
trusts and combines, from the fla«rant 
robbing methods of private 
car 
lines, 


midnight rate making, switching devices, 
as industrial roads 'so called, and sundry 
devices, must influence the senators. 


This measure' is not perfect, it lacks 


some essentials, but it ia a good bcsin- 
ning-

which has been the corporations means of 
creating immense and threatening for- 
tunes, is the equally commanding nnd 
forbidding trusts against 
which 
the

firm of the government is now 


raised. 


The two national evils go' together, for 


they arc twins of evil of national re- 
proach and national shame. It is for the 
national government to undertake, 
to 


prosecute these men, and these corpora- 
tion organizations, trusts and syndicates, 
that have for years been building up a. 
favored class, a class who have fattened 
at the cxnense of their countrymen. 


Nothing is more certain than that if 


tlie venatc does not barken to the myr- 
iads of voices, next 
winter 
will 
see 


changes in the senate, and the winter fol- 
lowing still more. The process will be 
peaceful enough, but the American peo- 
ple have resolved the process of Kus- 
sinnizing the Republic on money lines 
must cease. 


There must be equity 
in this land, 


equal freedom of all men engaged in use- 
ful avocations to enjoy Ttdvantnces at- 
tained through privileges conferred by 
the law, as public service corporations, 
on equal terms.

THE HEA.1, AGEXTS FOR PUBLIC 


OWNERSHIP. 


. The gross extortions of Now York gas 
and. electric lighting companies is forc- 
ing upon, the minds of most New York- 
ers the vital necessity of the municipal- 
ity owning and operating its own plants. 
This is not alone the situation in New 
York city, -similar conditions exist in 
other places, and it is thus the movement 
looking towards municipal operations of 
public service plants is gaining ground 
so rapidly. The situation in cities where 
strong opposition corporations own elec- 
tric and gas plants may not be so intol- 
erable, that i' in localities where opposi- 
tion honestly exists between two conv 
panics, but in cities as in Racine, where 
one holding'company entirely owns both 
plants, there is of course no competition 
and citizens put up with what is ottered. 


There nrc other public service corpor- 


ations besides gas nnd electric of course. 
There are a number of others. So that 
municipal or government ownership can 
not be spread over nil works of public 
utility in a hurry. All this must of nec- 
essity be of gradual approach, and there-' 
fore the more vital 'to the citizen 
must be taken up first and carefully and 
honestly experimented with. 


The first thing however, due the people 


as is certainly due 'the people of this 
state if. tlmt the legislature should at 
this session repeal the outrageous legis- 
lation of the previous session in which 
every one of these, public service corpor- 
ations had conferred upon them the right 
of eminent domain. This was wholly un- 
necessary, and one result is it has given 
public service corporations 
complete 


rights in streets, alleys, sidewalks and on 
the grounds of citizens anywhere so de- 
sired. Let this be repealed. 


A BEGINNING. 


The Esch-Townscnd rate bill adding to 


the powers of the interstate committee 
passed by the house, is yet to run the 
gauntlet of the senate. But advance as 
this measure may be if it become} a 
law, yet woefully lacking is it in yet 
highly desired essentials. It is not BO 
much the power to maUe rates, as it is 
the power to immediately cancel unjust 
and unfair rates, to make an end at 
once when ascertained,'of rebates, prefer- 
entials nnd discriminations. It is not the 
rate making.power of wholesale freight 
tariffs but the power to correct, to abol- 
ish unjust freight rates when made, -and 
to substitute in their place, rates con- 
forming more to fairness. The power to 
obliterate at once any rate discrimina- 
tion or rebates. 


This the Esch bill docs to some extent, 


by however, giving thirty days grace to 
the offending road, or roads, and then 
suits to estop the commission from en- 
forcing the interpolated rate must be 
commenced within sixty days. But the 
Esch bill is lacking in a number of impor- 
tant essentials which perhaps the senate 
may make up. What arc these -as an- 
alyzed in the debate, short, as it was, 
in the lioiisa? First item, the Ksch bill 
does not stop tho private oar line c\'il or 
provide a remedy against abuses. Sec- 
ond, it does not provide, any remedy for 
the terminal abuses. Third, it does not 
provide, a remedy against any 
abuses 


made possible by changes.in classifica- 
tions. Fourth, it gives the commission 
no authority to include pni-t rail and 
part water lines. Fifth, it docs not pro- 
vide a remedy against abuses made pos- 
sible by chunges in rates. Sixth, it does 
not afford any means against the cancel- 


gled along the road, and the COB(; of ship- 
ping and handling increased. 


us. For what other construction can be 
placed upon it. 


CUBA AND ITS BONDS. 


Under the Plait amendment Cuba may 


not go into debt beyond an amount the 
government may assume 
with 
safety, 


and already the new republic has issued 
.$:)(j,000.000 in bonds presumably used in 
paying off the Cuban soldiers who were 
enlisted in the rebellion against Spain. 
This amount is claimed not to have been 
near sufficient and so another loan is 
proposed of $2ti,000,f)00. The claims ag- 
gregate it is asserted S.'i7,000,000 and the 
contention 
is that the Cuban govern- 


ment should pay the debt it owes ils 
citizens who engaged in war that the is- 
land be freed. 


There is, though, another side to this 


that may or may not be listened to by 
our government, according as interested 
parties shall possess influence. 


This other side is that the Cuban sol- 


diers nnd officers have practically sold 
every dollar of their claims against their 
own government to American specula- 
tors, and that these speculators paying 
but a fraction, a mere fraction on the 
face value, will, if the new bonds are is- 
sued, receive all of these millions. It is 
not 
asserted nil the Cuban claimants 


have sold out, there may be a few left, 
but very few, and the trouble will come 
from tlie speculators and the clamor of 
the Cuban patriots who no longer pos- 
sess any particular interest. 


The struggle between our politics and 


our duty will be watched with great in- 
terest, but there arc fears the ''system" 
may be too much for the watclr dogs of 
the" treasury. If Cuba ever goes bank- 
rupt it will be for this country to foot 
the bills, of this fact, there is no ques- 
tion.

David Wallace, having been elected gov- 
ernor of Indiana in 1S37 and to congress 
n 1S42 from the Indianapolis district 
The father was a man of strong parts 
nnd of illustrious ancestry. 


Previous to the outbreak of the Mex- 


ican war Wallace hnd undertaken the 
study of law. When the call for soldiers 
came ho wns among the first to enlist 
He was not yet 20 years old, but his ser 


ices were so meritorious that he came 


back from the war a lieutenant. 


He served with honor in the civil war 


from which ha emerged a major general 
He was a member of the court thnt trice 
the assassins of Lincoln. 


One of the most important events in 


the career of General Wallace was the 
period immediately following the close 
of the civil war, when he was sent to 
Mexico as the secret agent of "the gov- 
ernment to aid the Mexicans in their 
fight against the French under M.iximil 
ian. 


Of his-great work, "Ben Hur,"

which he spent live years, he .-aid: 


'The Christian world would not toler 


ate a novel with Jesus Christ as its hero 
and I knew it. Nevertheless, writing o 
him wns imperative, nnd he must appear 
speak, and net.

But the constitution must be fol- 
lowed, no matter ko\v great the incon- 
veniences. 


At present agents of the United States 


are in possession of the custom houses at 
two Dominican ports. They are collect- 
ing the revenues, paying a portion to an 
American company which has a claim 
against the Dominican government and 
the remainder to that government. This 
is being done pursuant to the finding of 
a, court of arbitration which was created 
by a protocol or agreement which was 
not ratified by the senate. The object of 
tho agreement was to secure the rights 
of American citizens and was commenda- 
ble, but if it had been laid before the 
senate and ratified by it the legality of 
the agreement and all that has been 
done under it would not be open to-at- 
tack. 


The executive nmy often find the sen- 


ate ff. disagreeable partner in the exercise 
of the treaty making power, but the con- 
stitution has united them and there can 
be no divorce.
